The revision of the dead and miss­ 
ing list lessens the horror accom­ 
panying the first reports of the ter­ 
rible toll of the tornado.

homes 
awaiting burial. 
Eight bodies are now at the Fox 
morgue and 
seven at the Stanley 
parlors. 
The three 
Davis 
bodies 
have lieen sent 
to Mooreland, Ind­ 
iana, for burial, and the remaining 
bodies are lying in the morgues. 
Large crowds 
of curious 
people 
visited the two undertaking 
estab­ 
lishments to look at the victims 
of 
the 
cyclone. 
Very few 
of 
those 
who went into the morgues showed 
signs-of emotion and it is probable 
that but very few friends of the dead 
viewed their remains. 


Hodges Branch Out of Its Banks and 
Flows Over Street— Reaches 
Crest at Noon 


-'E llis Culberson 
of 
Glenwood 
was a visitor here today. 


Fears of another disastrous flood 
and a repetition of the events 
of 
March 1913 were allayed this morn­ 
ing when the sun came out for 
a 
few minutes at 11 o’clock 
and the 
rain ceased. 
A glaze of iee cover­ 
ing the ground, trees and telephone 
and electric wires added to the dan­ 
ger this morning. 
The river was at flood stage most 
of the day and Hodges branch left 
its banks early this 
morning com­ 
pletely flooding the low district 
in 
West Seventh 
and 
North 
Sexton 
streets. 
The water 
was over Sev­ 
enth street and for a time this morn­ 
ing forced 
the X. & C. to abandon 
service to the west. 
The crest ap­ 
peared to have been reached short­ 
ly after noon. 


The high 
water in the 
district 
appeared to be the same as in past 
years, and the same causes were as­ 
signed. 
Either the opening at 
the 
Big Four bridge, is not wide enough 
or the branch 
needs 
cleaning out 
toward the mouth 
of the 
stream. 
The water extended 
from 
Sexton 
street west almost to the Big Four 
railroad. At points the water was up 
to a horse’s knee. 
JThe low lands south of the 
eitv 
were covered with water and 
many 
cellars in the business district felt 
the effects from this. 
Several busi­ 
ness houses having goods stored in 
the cellars found 
it necessary 
to 
move the goods out 
as the 
water 
gradually came in. 
The cellars} 
in 
many homes pvere also flooded. 


The telephone company suffered a 
heavy loss from 
the 
glaze 
storm. 
Wires and poles were down in many 
parts of the county. 
The 
greatest 
loss was east, north and northwest 
of the city. 
Between this city and 
the Hal Green 
farm, 
four 
miles 
north of town, thirty-five poles were 
down and 
the wires in many places 
were .a twisted mass. 
Several parts 
of the county re­ 
ported damage to trees, 
especially 
fruit trees.

When Governor Goodrich 
signed 
the hill abolishing the office of road 


supenisor 
he probably ended 
the 
election contest suit brought by Ora 
Cline against the township trustee of 
Rushvilie township and James Shan­ 
ahan. 
(’line contested the election 
of Shanahan as supervisor in Dis­ 
trict No. 2, Rushvilie township and 
while he lost out in the commission­ 
er’s court, an appeal was taken 
to 
the circuit court where the suit 
is 
now pending. 
/ 
The abolishing 
of this office 
is 
included in the act 
changing 
the 
salary basis for township trustees 
and providing 
that hereafter road 
taxes should 
be paid in cash and 
not worked out. 
Attorneys here de­ 
clared today 
that 
an 
emergency 
clause was in the act and that it is 
now in effect. 


The abolishing 
of the office of 
road supervisor will probably 
serve 
Cline’s purpose as his greatest am­ 
bition seemed to be to prevent Shan- 
han from holding the office. He de­ 
clared once following a recount of 
the ballots that he did not want the 
office, but did not desire Shanahan 
to hold it if not elected 
properly. 
Cline was from the 
southern part 
of the district 
and Shanahan from 
the northern part 
and in the suit 
it was the north against the south. 
A copy of the law has never been 
received here but the bill provides 
for a salary basis for the trustees 
and they are to act as road super­ 
visors. 
The trustee of this township 
under the new 
law’ will receive 
a 
salary of $950 a year, office rent in 
the sum of $90 and $50 for expenses 
making a total of $1,100. 
The old 
salary w’as $2 a day. The trustee 
here was allowed $2 
for every day 
including Sunday. 
* 


The election of road supervisors 
was held December 16 last. 
All of 
the men have qualified as provided 
hy law and now their office has been 
abolished. 
Cline has the pleasure of 
seeing Shanahan lose his job and it 
was stated today that while he did 
not succeed 
in getting 
Shanahan 
ousted he just about “broke 50-50” 
on the deal as neither of them will 
now get the place. 
It was pointed 
out that the suit 
w’ould hardly be pushed since there 
w'as no office at stake as the 
act 
abolished the office sought by Cline.

Scores of Rushville people visited 
Newcastle 
yesterday 
and saw the 
ruin 
in the 
wake 
of the evdone 
which visited Newcastle Sunday a f­ 
ternoon. 
They all testify that 
al­ 
though 
newspaper 
reports 
gave 
raphic descriptions of the devasta­ 
tion that was 
wrought, 
no human 
tongue conld describe the horror of 
the thing. 
Although five companies of state 
troops were on guard in the ruined 
district, local people had no difficulty 
in getting through the lines to see 
the wreckage. Many went to inquire 
tier relatives and friends to make 
sure that they were alive 
and well.

If They Were Cheaper the Game Might 
Be More Popular. 
If some one could invent a pushball 
that could be made at a reasonable 
cost the game would be more popular. 
The enormous cost of pushballs has 
made it possible for only a very few 
to own them, and they have been rent­ 
ed out at a high price to those wanting 
to use them. The pushball is six feet 
In diameter and costs J$300. 
The outside covering of a pushball 
Is made of cowhide leather. This cov­ 
ering is composed of twenty strips, 
which are sewed together by hand. 
Each of these strips is between nine 
and ten feet long, or half the circum­ 
ference of the ball. 
The strips are 
widest in the middle, tapering uni­ 
formly to points at either end, the 
poles of the ball, where they are fur­ 
ther secured by leather caps sewed 
over them. 
To get the leather needed for a push­ 
ball it is necessary to cut up five or 
six hides, which makes the cost of the 
cover very high. It takes two men the 
better part of a week, moreover, to 
sew this material together. 
The bladder for the ball is made of 
the best rubber, which is cut into 
strips and cemented together in such 
shape that when inflated it will form 
a giobe fitting the leather covering, 
which is practically indestructible. The 
very best rubber bladders may give 
out In two of three years, and a new 
bladder costs $150. 
A large cylinder 
foot pump suitable for inflating this 
mighty ball costs $10. 
The game originated in America. 
The first pushball was made in New­ 
ton, Mass., in 1804. This bail had a 
covering of leather shaped on a wood­ 
en form built for the purpose. 
Four 
big aides were required. These were 
cut to form six zdnes, which were put 
together with belting hooks. The1 blad­ 
der was made of rubber cloth cut in 
sections and cemented together. The 
materials for this ball cost about $175. 
The game is played on a field with 
a goal at each end, each team trying 
to push the ball through the oppo­ 
nents’ goal. 
It is sometimes used to 
get baseball teams in condition during 
the early days. The game is played In 
Europe, both in England and on the 
continent 
One of the most spectacular and 
thrilling variants of the game is that 
played by* horsemen In the west. 
It 
requires two teams of mounted play­ 
ers, whose object also is to drive the 
ball through the goal of the opposing 
side. It is pushed by the horses, which 
must be as well trained as polo ponies 
to maneuver it dexterously, and the 
game calls for great expertness in the 
riders. Cowboy saddles and dress are 
the correct outfit tor this game.—St. 
Nicholas.

LOST BY TIMIDITY. 


An Early British Naval Failure at 


the Dardanelles. 


60T HIS FLEET INTO A TRAP. 


Adm iral Duckw orth Could H ava W on 
Had Ha Acted Prom ptly, but H a H e s­ 
itated, Gave the Turk» Tim e to A rm 
and W a s Bombarded Back to the Sea. 


The unsuccessful campaign a t Gal­ 
lipoli when the forces of the allied 
powers failed in their attem pt to reach 
Constantinople after Turkey had ar­ 
rayed herself on the side of Germany 
recalls the time when Sir John Duck­ 
worth sailed through the Dardanelles 
and then turned round and sailed out 
again. It w as in 1807, when Napoleon 
w as a t w ar w ith more than half a 
world and when England had on the 
throne a king w ith an infirm brain and 
a ministry called th at of “all the tal­ 
ents,” which in spite of its nam e was 
wretchedly inefficient 
The French were try in g to come to 
an understanding w ith the irresolute 
Sultan Seljm, which w as greatly dis­ 
quieting to the czar since in view of 
the great victories of the “Little Cor­ 
poral” in Prussia he could ill afford to 
spare any forces from the Russian 
frontier. 
So he asked the British to 
send a fleet to the sublime porte and 
compel Selim to m ake term s w ith Rus­ 
sia and England. 
Accordingly Sir John Duckworth was 
ordered to join Admiral Louis in the 
Aegean sea and lead the combined 
fleets up the Dardanelles to the Turk­ 
ish capital, where, after securing the 
safety of Mr. Arbuthnot, the British 
ambassador, he w as to dictate term s to 
the sultan. 
It is harder to sail up the D arda­ 
nelles than to sail out because there is 
a powerful current th at flows con­ 
stantly from the Black sea to the 
Aegean. 
There were no great steam 
cruisers then, and Sir John had to w ait 
several days for favorable conditions. 
M eantime one of the largest of the 
ships, the A jax, carrying seventy-four 
guns, unaccountably blew up, and some 
250 Englishmen were killed. 
On a February morning in 1307, 
however, seven battleships sailed into 
the m outh of the ancient Hellespont 
and bore their way up the s tra it They 
encountered only a light and ineffect­ 
ual fire from the forts. There was no 
effective preparation for defensive ac­ 
tion ou either the European or Asiatic 
side from the m outh of the D arda­ 
nelles to the city of Constantine. 
H ad Sir John given the sultan a 
twenty-four 
hour 
ultim atum 
and 
trained his guns on the citadel he need 
not have fired a shot. H e would have 
accomplished the purpose for •which he 
had come and could Lave sailed out 
w ith his ships unharm ed and himself 
covered with glory. B ut he was seized 
w ith tim idity and began unaccountably 
to negotiate and temporize. 
General Sebastianl, the clever agent 
of Napoleon a t the sultan’s court, en­ 
couraged Duckworth’s irresolution and 
led him on from day to day w ith spe­ 
cious promises. 
M eanwhile men, women and chil­ 
dren, Christians and Mohammedans, 
were working day and night to erect 
suitable defenses along the famous 
w aterw ay, until in no long tim e the 
whole shore, as well as the forts of the 
Dardanelles, was bristling w ith guns. 
Duckw orth’s opportunity had passed. 
He had m ade the fatal m istake of giv­ 
ing the Turks tim e to find their leader. 
For two weeks the parleyings went 
011, while the fleet’s officers through 
their glasses could see the constant a r­ 
rival 
of 
cannon, 
ammunition 
and 
troops. At last Sir John awoke to the 
fact th at he was in a trap and had 
barely tim e to get out. Fortunately the 
wind was in his favor, and the seven 
battleships began their ignominious re­ 
treat. 
W hat a contrast between the coming 
in and the going out! 
For sixty miles they ran the gant­ 
let of a continual and heavy fire. It 
wras incessant and galling in the sea of 
Marmora, and in the Dardanelles it 
was terrific. There stone balls, weigh­ 
ing 700 and 800 pounds, snapped the 
rigging, broke down the m asts and 
crushed in the decks. The roll of the 
artillery was deafening, and the smoke 
hung over everything in dark, impene­ 
trable folds. 
The hum iliated admiral could do 
nothing but run, and as the current 
was w ith him he finally reached the 
Aegean sea, although w ith a badly bat­ 
tered fleet. 
It has alw ays seemed curious to the 
reader of history th at Duckworth es­ 
caped the fate of Admiral Byng, who 
was court m artialed and shot fifty 
years before for ju st such another 
lam entable error of judgm ent. 
The 
only explanation appears to be that 
this was a tim e of such multiplied 
fears and panics th at even so serious 
a m atter as this was soon forgotten in 
the more absorbing and im portunate 
problem of national defense against 
the designs of Napoleon.—Youth’s Com­ 
panion. 


Cleopatra.

How Government Lend Open to 8et- 
tiers May Be Aoquired. 
Prospective homesteaders ure com­ 
pelled by the federal government to 
take oath that they have informed 
themselves of the character and quali­ 
ty of the lands they desire to enter. 
Ordinarily the law limits homestead 
entries to 100 acres, but this may be 
slightly exceeded under some circum­ 
stances. Settlement is Initiated through 
the personal act of the settler in plac­ 
ing improvements upon the land or es­ 
tablishing residence thereon. 
Those prohibited from homestead en­ 
tries are persons who have already 
made entries, except under special con­ 
ditions—foreign born who have not de­ 
clared their Intentions to become nat­ 
uralized; those owning more than 100 
acres In the United States and, In gen­ 
eral, persons under twenty-one who are 
not heads of families. A person serv­

The hothed and the 
cold 
frame! 
are the gardener’s greatest aids in 
raising earlier crops. The hotbed en­ 
ables him to plant seed and produ ce 
seedlings long before the seed plant­ 
ed ou t of doors has begu n to germ ­ 
inate. 
The cold fram e enables him 
to get the seedlings produ ced in the 
hothou se gradu ally 
accu stomed 
to 
ou tdoor 
conditions 
and 
to 
raise 
these into 
strong, 
stu rdy planting 
stock by the time the 
garden 
is 
ready for them. 
The cold fram e is 
u sed in hardening the 
plants 
that 
hav e been started in the hotbed or 
in mild climates for starting plants 
before the seeds can be safely plan­ 
ted in the open. 
Resetting

Cleveland, March 13.—September 
first Dr. Frank E. Spaulding 
will 
become absolute dictator over 
the 
public 
schools of the 
Sixth 
City. 
Thereby 
the 
city 
sets aside the 
school board to try an experiment, 
Dr. Spaulding will receive $12,000 a 
year, said to be the most ever paid 
a school head in the United States. 
Gne of the first things Dr. Spauld­ 
ing will do, he says, is to test 
all 
teachers’ efficiency, weed them 
out 
and raise all salaries 
of those re­ 
maining. 
He has been head of the 
Minneapolis schools, where he put 
the school board to one side except 
in discussing policies. 
There also he abolished all stand­ 
ing committees of the 
board 
and 
handled all executive matters 
him­ 
self, used his own text books 
and 
paid the royalties to the school fund, 
gave normal school students jobs as 
“cadet'* teachers with pay, threw the 
school buildings wide open 
to the 
public for meetings, held staff meet­ 
in g s of teachers, started “opportun­ 
ity rooms'* for backward 
students, 
doubled the number of kindergartens 
and placed them under a competent 
director. 
He 
also mapped out a 
school 
building program covering a period 
of years, established 
2 year high 
school courses for commercial and 
technical students and made induce­

PUSHBALLS ARE COSTLY. 


If They'Were Cheaper the Game Might 


Be More Popular. 


If some one could Invent a pushball 


that could be made at a reasonable 
cost the game would be more popular. 
The enormous cost of pushballs has 
made it possible for only a very few 
to own them, and they have been rent- 
ed out at a nigh price to those -wanting 
to use them. The pushball is six feet 
In diameter and costs ^300. 


The outside covering of a pushball 


la made of cowhide leather. This cov- 
ering is composed of twenty strips, 
which are sewed together by band. 
Each of these strips is between nine 
and ten feet long, or half the circum- 
ference of the ball. -The strips are 
widest in. the middle, tapering uni- 
formly to points at either end, the 
poles of the ball, where they are fur- 
ther secured by leather caps sewed 
ovei>theaa. 


To get the leather'needed for a push- 


ball it Is necessary to cut up five or 
six hides, wiich makes the cost of the 
cover very high. It takes two men the 
better part of a week, moreover, to 
sew this material together. 


The bladder for the ball Is made of 


the best rubber, which is cut into 
strips and cemented together in such 
shape that when inflated it will form 
a globe fitting the leather covering, 
which is practically indestructible. The 
very best rubber bladders may give 
out in two of three years, and a new 
bladder costs $150. A large cylinder 
foot pump suitable for inflating this 
njiglity ball costs ?10. 


Tie game originated In 4mer^ca- 


The first pushball was made in New- 
ton, ii'ass., iu 1G9-1 This ball had a 
covering of leather shaped on a weod- 
en form built for the Rurpose.. Four 
big hides were required. These were 
cut tJ fona six zdnes, which were put 
together with belting hooks. The" blad- 
der was made of rubber cloth cut in 
sections and cemented together. The 
materials for this ball cost about $175. 


The game is played on a field with 


a goal at each end, each team trying 
to push the ball through the oppo- 
nents' goal. It is sometimes used to 
get baseball teams in condition during 
the early days. The game is played in 
Europe, both In England and on the 
continent 


One of-'the most spectacular ami 


thrilling variants of the game is that 
played byshorsemen In the west It 
requires two 'teams of mounted play- 
ers, whose object also is to drive the 
ball through the goal of the opposing 
side. It Is pushed by the horses, which 
must be ne well trained as polo ponies 
to maneuver it derterously, and the 
game calls for great erpertness In the 
riders. Cowboy saddles and dress are 
ttie correct outfit for this game.—Sfc 
Nicholas.

BOT HIS FLEET INTO A TRAP. 


Admiral Duckworth Could Have Won 


Had He Acted Promptly, but He He« 
itated, Gave the Turks Time to Arm 
and Was Bombarded Back to the Sea. 
The unsuccessful campaign at Gal- 


lipoll when the forces of the allied 
powers failed in their attempt to reach 
Constantinople after Turkey had ar- 
rayed herself on the side of Germany 
recalls the time when Sir John Duck- 
worth sailed through the Dardanelles 
and then turned round and sailed out 
again. It was In 1807, when Napoleon 
was at war with more than half a 
world and when England had on the 
throne n king with an infirm brain and 
a ministry called that of "all the tal- 
ents," which in spite of its name was 
wretchedly Inefficient 


The French were trying to come to 


an understanding with the irresolute 
Sultan Seljm, which was greatly dis- 
quieting to the czar since in view of 
the great victories of the "Little Cor- 
poral" in Prussia he could ill afford to 
spare any forces from the Russian 
frontier. 
So he asked the British to 


send a fleet to the sublime porte and 
compel Sellm to make terms with Rus- 
sia and England. 


Accordingly Sir John Duckworth was 


ordered to join Admiral Louis In the 
Aegean sea and lead the combined 
fleets up the Dardanelles to the Turk- 
ish capital, where, after securing the 
safety of Mr. Arbuthnot, the British 
ambassador, he was to dictate terms to 
the sultan. 


It is harder to sail up the Darda- 


nelles than to sail out because there.ls 
a powerful 'current- that flows con- 
stantly from the Black sea to the 
Aegean. There were no great steam 
cruisers then, and Sir John had to wait 
several days for favorable conditions'. 
Meantime one of the largest of the 
ships, the-Ajas, carrying seventy-four 
guns, unaccountably blew up, and some 
250 Englishmen were killed. 


On a February morning in 19C7, 


however, seven battleships sailed into 
the mouth of the ancient Hellespont 
and bore their way up the strait. They 
encountered only a light and ineffect- 
ual fire from the forts. There was no 
effective preparation for defensive ac 
tion on either the European or Asiatic 
side from the mouth of the Darda- 
nelles to the city of Constantino. 


Had Sir John given the sultan a 


twenty-four 
hour 
ultimatum 
and 


trained his gnus on the citadel he need 
not have fired a shot. He would have 
accomplished the purpose for which he 
had come and could have sailed out 
with his ships unbanned and himself 
covered with glory. But he was seized 
with timidity and began unaccountably 
to negotiate and temporize. 


General Sebastian!, the clever agent 


of Napoleon at the sultan's court, en- 
couraged Duckworth's irresolution and 
led him on from day to day with spe- 
cious promises.

At last Sir John awoke to the 
fact that he was in a trap and had 
barely time to get out. Fortunately the 
wind was In his favor, and the seven 
battleships began their Ignominious re- 
treat.

For sixty miles they ran the gant- 


let of a continual and heavy fire. It 
was incessant and galling in the sea of 
Marmora, and in the Dardanelles It 
was terriflc. There stone balls, weigh- 
ing 700 and 800 pounds, snapped the 
rigging, .broke down the masts and 
crushed In the decks.

It has always seemed curious to the 


reader of history that Duckworth es- 
caped the fate of Admiral Byng, who 
was court martialed and shot fifty 
years before for Just such another 
lamentable error of judgment. The 
only explanation appears to be that 
this was a time- of such multiplied 
fears and panics that even, so serious 
a matter as this was soon forgotten in 
the more absorbing and importunate 
problem of national defense against 
the designs of Napoleon.—Youth's Con> 
panion.

GETTING A HOMESTEAD. 


How Government Land Open to Set- 


tler* May Be Acquired. 


Prospective homesteaders are com- 


pelled by' the federal government to 
take oath that they have Informed 
themselves of the character and quali- 
ty of the lands they desire to enter. 
Ordinarily the law limits homestead 
entries to 100 acres, but this may be 
slightly exceeded under some circum- 
stances. Settlement is Initiated through 
the personal act of the settler in plac- 
ing improvements upon the land or es- 
tablishing residence thereon. 


Those prohibited from homestead en- 


tries are persons who have already 
made entries, except under special con- 
ditions—foreign, born who hare not de- 


j clared their Intentions to become nat- 
1 uralized; those owning more than 160 


I acres in the United States and, in gen- 
| eral, persons under twenty-one who are 
not heads of families. A person serv- 
ing in the army or the navy may make 
a homestead entry if some other mem- 


, ber of his family is residing on the 
land applied for. 


Homestead entries are made by pre- 


senting to the land office of the district 
In which the lands are. situated an ap- 
plication properly prepared on the pre- 


j scribed blank forms, which must be ex- 
; ecuted not more than ten days before its 
i filing. Residence must be established 
' upon the tract within six months after 


J the date of entry, unless an extension 
of timo is altoweM, and must be main-

sence for a portion or portions of each

are the gardener's greatest aids in 
raising earlier crops. The hotbed en- 
•ables him to. plant seed and produce 
seedlings long befoie the seed plant- 
ed out q£ doors has begun to germ- 
inate. 
The cold frame enables him 


to get the seedlings produced in the 
.hothouse gradually 
outdoor conditions

The cold frame is 
used in hardening the plants that 
have been started in the hotbed or 
in mild climates for starting plants 
before the seeds can be safely plan- 
ted in the open:

able for transplanting in the open 
ground. 


In the extreme South, 
the 
cold 


frame is more extensively, used than 
the hotbed, but each has its place in 
garden economy. The following sug- 
gestions for constructing and hand- 
ling hotbeds and cold.frames so ^as 
to hurry'crops are made by the gar- 
den .specialists of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agiicultui'e. 


Locate the hotbed in some shel- 


tered but not shaded spot which has 
a southern exposure. The. most con- 
venient' size is a -box-like structure 
6 feet wide and any multiple of 3 
feet Iqng so that standard 3 . by 6 
feet hotbed sash may be used. The 
frame should be 12 inches high in 
the back and 8 inches on the front. 
This slope is for the purpose of se- 
curing a better angle for the sun's 
rays and should be placed 
toward

school buildings wide open to the 
public for meetings, held staff meet- 
ings of teachers, started "opportun- 
ity rooms".for backward students, 
doubled the number of kindergartens 
and placed them under a competent 
director.

technical students and made induce- 
ments to 'keep boys and girls in 
school when they showed sigas of 
quitting.
